Jury 'Acquits Trevor Man 

,of Manslaughter After 

Balloting 3 Hours 



THE ACCUSED MAN SHOWS EMOTION 



la Formally Discharged by the 
Court and Overwhelms the 
. Jurors With Hla Thanks 

Nicholas J. Schumacher, the Trevor 
saloonkeeper, who has. been on trial for a 
week on a charge of killing John Wren, 
left the Kenosha court room a free man at 
10 o'clock last Thursday morning. The 
jury was given the case just after 6 o'clock 
on Wednesday evening, and at o'clock it 
bad returned a seated verdict of acquittal, 
Only a few ballots were taken, and. from 
the first it is said that the majority of the 
jurors were in favor of releasing Schu- 
macher on the grounds that the killing of 
Wren was excusable homicide. 

As Judge Belden bad returned to Racine 
just after the case had gone to the jury 
on Wednesday, evening, he (eft; word with 
the jurors that should they reach a verdict 
it should be sealed and left in the bands of 
the foreman until the next morning. 

When court convened at 9 o'clock Thurs- 
day morning the court room was pretty 
■well filled with people who have taken an 
interest in the case. On account of the 
fact that the jury had reached a verdict in 
so short a time, it was generally conceded 
that the verdict would \e one pE ''Not 
Guilty." Schumacher had gone to bis 
home in Trevor Wednesday night, but he 
was early on the ground Thursday morn- 
ing and was waiting at the court bouse an 
hour before the verdict was opened. Not-

When Caught by Officer, Man 

Makes Desperate Effort to 

Buy Way to Freedom 

Facing a double charge of illegally buy- 
ing supplies belonging to tbe United States' 
government at Fort Sheridan and of at- 
tempting to bribe the aergeant and tbe 
guards that caught him, Arthur C. Bray, 
of North Utica street, Waukegan, a mail 
carrier, is held in the guard bouse a pri§- 
oner pending the time when he faces the 
United States court officials. From in- 
formation supplied by Colonel Whithall, 
the post commander of the garrison at 
Fort Sheridan, it is learned that Bray was 
caught at 6 o'clock Saturday evening while 
going from the quarters with a ' sack that 
contained fifteen pain of shoes wbich.be is 
supposed to have purchased from soldiers 
at tbe post, He was ordered to halt by 
the aergeant in command of the guard 
when his figure was seen in the dusk, and 
offered no resistance, the story goes. A 
search revealed tbe nature of bis burden 
and he was put under guard. He at once 
began to plead with his captors and finally 
Colonel Whithall asserts, offered the ser- 
geant a price to let him go. Hence the 
two charges. Colonel whitbaU ostertB 
that the man will be tried before 
United 

in tbe prison, if tbe charges neatest him 
ore proven . 

'Bray -has been a mail carrier on the 
south aide for aeveral years and has always 
*ocne an excellent reputation- . JBefore he 
carried "mail bffwnm cn'rpenter and gener^ 
al repair man. He and his family is prom- 
inently connected with the First Methodist 
church where be is spoken of highly. His. 
uction is generally net understood. 

As nearly as can be learned it is alleged 
that the man bought of the soldiers shoes 
and other supplies that belonged to tbe 
government,' but that were issued to the 
troops, buying them, nt a nominal figure 
and disposing of them' again nt a good 
rate of profit. There are rumors that more 
ore engaged in this trade than Bray, and 
more arrests may follow. Bray is bitterly 
repentant. His capture. is expected to 
break up a practice that officers of the 
United States army aet their ban upon a 
tear ago with dire threats against the first 
man caught at it.

The Postmaster General nt Washington . 
has countermanded the order recently sent,..' , 
out by tbe department instructing rural 1 * 
carriers that mail ^addressed to numbered- -: 
boxes on rural routes must be delivered to 
the boxes, and in its place an order baa 
been sent which demands that mail must 
be addressed to the consignee as well as to 
the number of the box. The order does * 
not do away with tbe numbering of -tho - 
boxes as it is held that such action will 
aid the rural carriers in their work, 

This sudden change in the orders from ; 
the postofiice deportment has been brought 
about by the protests filed by retail mer- 
chants -in all parts of tbe country. These 
mprchnnta were quick to see tbe eource. of 
the order' to deliver mail to numbered bwc- 
es and it is declared that thir OTder was 
procured by the mall order houEea in Chi- 
cago and New York in*ordor. that they 
might Hood the' rural districts with cir- 
culars announcing their business. With 
tbeorder that the mail be delivered to tbo 
numbered boxes tho work of the mail order 
house waa easy as it would aend a circular 
to each box on each route and it would not 
have to go to the trouble of .-securing the 
longHst.of names of the fariuers^ This 
would in a way increase the amount \df 
business done by the postotfice department 
but it would work to tbe detriment of "tha; 
business of the retail houses doing business ' 
in all partB of the couutry. The order wbb 
originally, made less thnn two months agO 
nhd in this time the protests have come;

BOOT TRADE SUPREMACY. 



.Labor* Saving Machinery's 1* fleet la 
America, 

Why -American boots nnd shoes find 
so large a placo In British mid other 
markets abroad Is explained by the 
British consul at Philadelphia, Mr. 
Powell, In his annual trade report for 
lttOl, just Issued by the foreign office. 
It Is owing to cheaper production, due 
to the use of labor-saving appliances, 
of which, by tho way, British manu- 
facturers were slow to take note. 

Although only 107,000 workers aro 
employed in tho shoe Industry In the 
United States, as against 200,000 In tho 
United Kingdom, the United States 
makes more shoes than any other 
country in tho world. This condition 
of affairs, says Mr. Powell, arises from 
tlio fact that practically all shoes are 
factory-made In tho United States, and 
tho use of the most Improved machin- 
ery enables the workmen there to turn 
out a much greater number of shoes 
per head than Is accomplished In tho 
United Kingdom. It Is atntod that 
twenty-eight linns alone in tlio United 
Sbttes make an average total output 
of 200,000 pairs n day. 

Two examples are given of the sav- 
ing effected by tho Introduction of ma- 
chinery. Thus, 100 pairs of men's fine 
grade, calf, welt, laced shoes, slugle 
soles, soft boxed toes, made by baud 
In 1805, required 2,225 hours to muko, 
nt an average cost per pair of £1 2s 
3d; tho smne number of tho same kind 
of shoes wero made by machinery in 
1S05 in 200 hours, at nn nvcrnge cost 
of 3s par pair. Their 100 pairs of wom- 
en's fine grade, kid, welt, buttoned 
shoes, single soles, patent I cadi or tips, 
soft boxed toes, made by hnnd In 1870, 
required 1,905 hours to make, at an 
average cost per pair of £1; the snmo 
number of the same kind of shoes 
wcro mado by ninch I uery" in 1803 tn 
17C hours, nt nn nvcrago cost of 2s 2d, 
— London Chronicle. .

Millions of Btalo 
eggs nro used every year In preparing 
leather dressing for gloves and book- 
binding— nn Industry that is largely 
carried on In the foreign tenement 
houses of New York nnd other largo 
cities. They are nlso used In manu- 
facturing disinfectants and In tho 
prcpnrntlon of sbochlncklng, and oven 
tho Bhclls nro mndo into fertilizers, 
Tho eggs thnt havo not yet lost their 
virtue also have other uses besides the 
more common ones for cullnnry pur- 
poses. It Is cstltnnted thnt fully 05,- 
000,000 dozen are used by wine clnrt- 
flers, dyo manufacturers,, nnd In tho 
preparation of photographers' dry 
plates.— Exchange.

Ono 
of the features of the now office, aside 
from Its enlargement nnd tho authority 
which has been given It to confer with 
prospective builders nnd offer them ex- 
pert advice, Is the post-gradunto course 
In highway engineering, which has 
just been lnngurated, with n view of 
giving young civil engineers theoreti- 
cal ,nnd practical trnlniug in road-build- 
lug.

1-inch rope. Cut the 18-foot 2x1 Into 
pieces feet long nnd point them at 
both ends with n sharp hand ax. Next 
spike tbeso 0-foot pieces on" the 2x12 
plank, 4% feet from each end, placing 
the 2xl's 2 feet nnd 4 inches apart Cut 
the 12-foot 2x4 Into four equal pieces, 
place upright on the edge of the 2x12, 
3 feet 8 inches apart, nnd brace tuem 
solid by nailing tho 1x8 on the stakes. 
Cut ropo to 15 feet length and put one 
on each end of tho 2x12 nnd you have 
a reversible bucker, or sweep- rake, bet- 
ter than you can buy .for twlco the 
cost."

To begin with tbo city takes 
Its water from the eastern side of tho 
continental divide and thus diverts It 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific slope, 
Then, a. largo part of Its population Is 
always underground; and Its under- 
ground alloys and streets (so to. call 
them) aro longer, than those over- 
groundi. A1I Its wealth cornea from 
these depths. Nothing green enn grow 
there. lu general nature Is turned top- 
sy-turvy. 

Ingly rich. The pay rolis of the mines 
and smelters arc $2,000,000 a. mouth, 
or nbout $30 for every man, woman 
and child.

Principles Laid Down by .Greece Not 
Improved Upon. 

Our architecture camo In the first 
place from Greece. Egypt, Assyria, 
Persia, India and tbe far east have 
had but slight Influence upon it, com- 
pared with that wielded by the small, 
arid,, mountainous country, where, 
nearly 3,000 years ago, men made la 
the domains of art and thought In- 
vestigations and experiments which 
are of immediate and direct value to 
us even to-day, says the Philadelphia 
Record. One cannot reflect upon this 
without a feeling of astonishment. It 
shows us the closeness of our connec- 
tion with the people, of distant ages, 
the community that exists, In spite of 
seeming differences among tho human 
species on our planet. 

A ■ well-con ducted experiment per- 
formed at one spot on the earth and 
In one hour of time can be of use to 
tho whole world and through' all ages. 
Tbe Greeks of the fifth and sixth cen- 
turies O. C. mado such an experi- 
ment as this when they thought of a 
certain form of temple with columns 
and laid down certain rules for Its 
construction. And we of the twen- 
tieth century turn to the subtle-mind- 
ed preoks of 2,400 years ngo, when 
wo have to deal with a problem In 
architecture' nnd want to know haw 
to solve It with elegance and preci- 
sion.

Wroth of Motion Itiflnnicd by Bpeeehm 
Ana I nat Ruler, 

Special dispatches from Buda-Pesth 
Indicate tlint tho .excitement consequent 
on tho strained relations between the 
crown and tho united opposition In tho 
Ilungarlnn diet in Incronslnjf snd Clint, 
while tlia lenders of the coalition parties 
ore counseling tlio people to refrain from 
violating tho law, In flam in story spceehoi 
tiro bailiff mndo by prominent persons In 
furious sections of tlio country nnd Hint, 
probably for tlio first time, tho porsonnl 
popularity of tho king- emperor Is being 
nssnllcd.

It Is stated tlmt tho coalition leaden

In Hungary by the Introduction of Hun- 
gnrlnn words, of command for sixteen 
hussar regiments only. It Is- understood 
that this pro; H stn.ii was carried to his 
majesty, whose failure to reply Indicates 
that his ultimatum Is un changeable. 
• Even should the present ncute crisis In 
Aiistrltt-nurtgary bo tided over the-. sit- 
uation in the dun) monarchy promises to 
bo such as to giro the world sorions 
concern for somo thiio to come.

UNIONS ON THE FARMS. 

THlcr* of Mid Roll In Wisconsin and 
Minnesota Perfect Organization. 

Wisconsin ami . Minncsotn farmers 
bnvo rurincd unions, nnd these will be 
amltntcd with Chleago labor unions 
through the American Federation of La- 
bor If Inlior lenders can bring about the 
proposed alliance far offetislro nnd do- 
feusivt' purpose*. Joseph W. Morton, 
former president of tho ' International 
Hrothcriiood*uf Hlntlunary PI rem en, who 
has tieeu iiitikhiB n diplomatic trip nmoug 
tho fa nil crn' unions of tlm Northwest, 
snys there Is certain to bo nn alliance 
formed between city wage workers nnd 
farni'Iiniuls and farm owners who work 
Mhelr own land. 

"They are talking slrlke up there In 
Wisconsin,? said Mr. .Morton. "Tlio 
fanners will beat us on the striking prop- 
osition, if they do what they [dan. They 
want to form n tiatlnial labor union and 
hold hack their products when prices do 
not suit llieui. KiilUex ar« bolng held 
ond llio leaders are in favor of nlNlinp- 
Ing with the American Federation of La- 
bor, nnd there will be no opposition from 
city wngo workers." 

Texas nnd Oklahoma farmers have 
unions, and for six month* have been 
connected with the labor federation.- La- 
bor leader* hoc in iho'orgaiiltnttbn of 
farmers nu opportunity to make their 
"unfair" proclamations more Inlluentiol 
and to secure! assistance In proposed leg- 
islation' favoring tins working classes. 

"Farmers," eon tinned Sir. Morton, 
never have been friendly to orgn nixed 
labor. Hut In thu Northwest nt tho 
present time there Is a com pie I o change 
hi tteiilhnent. They are also prenciihig 
tho doctrine that the interests of tlio 
wage worker In town and of tho country 
laborer are identical. According to their 
speeches farmers make less when crops 
ft re good than they do when they are 
not so large. 

"My understanding of the situation 
they describe Is that there is a -system 
by which tho farmer Is exploited by mid- 
dlemen, railroads and elevator men, and 
tho city worker must pay high for his 
food supplies, un the other hand, arid by 
tho same system, farmers tire nindc to 
pny high prices for the products of city 
industries." 

Tho American Federation of Labor 
meets nt Pittsburg early [a November. 
Tho fanner unions will he nt' resented 
by a strong delegation from Texas nnd 
Wisconsin. Mr. Morton will favor their 
petition for am lint [on, nnd In his opinion 
there will be no opposition to the plan.

DOW'IE IS STRICKEN. 

Zion Lender ButTcrs Stroke of Pnrnly- 
Hla on Kvc <if llcpurt lire for McxIcd. 

John Alexander Dowlc, founder, lip- 
builder and chief of perhaps the greatest 
Independent religions movement In re- 
cent times, was stricken with paralysis 
on tho eve ot ids departure for tho now 
/ion in Mexico. 

Tho stroke which nearly ended the 
llfo of this rcmarknblo mart wns kept a 
jealous y guarded secret, nnd It wns not 
until tho olllelal organ of Silon, Leaves 
of Healing, cnuio from tho press that 
the outside world learned of the mutter. 
Dr. Dowlo hns^mado provision for death, 
in thnt he lias chosen his successor nn 
leader of the ZIou hosts. Tho nnino of 
this person, however, is not revealed. 

Unceasing devotion to tlio nffnlra of 
church a nd Its v j rled , b'dns

the collapse, nud that this Is the belief 
of tlio lender himself la hinted at In one 
of his messages in Leaves of Ilenllng. 

Dr. Dowlo first wns stricken Sept. 25, 
,whca he awoke hi the morning to find his 
right side paralyzed, This was kept 
secret during the week. Dr. Dowlo 
dually inado the fact public, however, 
nud announced his intention of going 
back to Mexico to further tho work 
started on the "Paradiso", plantation, a 
grant for which he has obtained from 
President Diaz. 







Engine Fiona Tlirouuli Car, Crush in* 
Occupants tu Death. 

A rear-end collision between the cast- 
bound Now York limited from St; Louis 
nnd a local pnsseuger train which was 
standing nt the Paoll station of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, nineteen . miles 
west of Philadelphia, resulted In the 
death of lire men and. tho Injuring of 
moro than twenty others. 

The force, of llio collision was so great 
that the engine of tho limited plowed ten 
feet Into General. Manager, Atterhury's 
private car, and the latter was forced 
half way through the day^ceaeh ahead. 
At the time of the accident -there was 
less than half a dosen passengers in the 
local train nud they wore la the forward 
cars, wlilch were not damaged. The en- 
gineer nnd fireman ot the limited wor* 
not hurt, but. a doxen persons on . this 
train wore Injured by being thrown 
against' seats nud the sides of the cars.

pany to work the soil and sands.

Scores of canaries and other birds 
in Baltimore, Md., are the victims of 
the merciless attacks of mosquitoes. 
Great numbers of birds become weak 
and die ns a result of .haying the ^Ife 
blood sucked from their bodies by the 
Insects at night 

."Scores of birds die in this city 
each year," Bold James A. Graham, a 
canary fancier, "of the attackB of 
mosquitoes. Several years ngo I 
noticed that the legs of my pets were 
swollen nnd the skin cracked and 
sore. The birds perceptibly shrunk In 
Bize and wore almost dend when' It 
was suggested to me that mosquitoes 
had something to do with the trouble.
